Franciscan  —  inspired  by  love  and  aiming  at  truth  as  an 
energizing  and  liberalizing  factor  in  human  life  and 
conduct. 


Charter  Year 
1873-1874

hundred  years  ago.  It  is  no  less  an  apostolate  in  1974. 

It  is  neither  egghead  nor  meathead,  neither  exclusively 
pragmatic  nor  unrealistic  ally  theoretic.  Its  outlook  insists 
on  the  toughest  respect  for  proven  facts  and  the  tenderest 
appreciation  that  we  are  children  of  God.

Under  the  general  chairmanship  of  Jerry 
White,  senior  from  Chicago  and  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  Student  Senate,  the  annual 
Food  Drive  had  a  new  slant.  It  was  the 
first  annual  cooperative  regional  drive. 

There  were  five  area  collection  centers, 
each  with  its  own  chairman.  The  executive 
board  of  the  Senate  spent  the  day  of  the 
drive  in  transit  among  the  various  centers 
and  served  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

Maps  of  the  city  had  a  particular  section 
marked  off  for  two  callers  to  complete. 
Students  collected  non-perishable  food  in 
boxes  and  accepted  monetary  gifts.

Almost  three  years  of  effort  went  into  con- 
verting the  campus-limited  radio  operation 
into  a  non-commercial  educational  FM 
hroadcast  facility .
